BY THE PRKSIDE.NT OF THE UNrTKD STATES 
OF AMERICA. 

A PROCI.AMATION. 

Whereas, a Treaty of Peace, Frindship, 
Navigation and Comnierce, between 
the Uni od S ates of America and the 
Republic of V'enezucia, was conclud- 
ed and signed at Caracas, on the twen 
tieth day of January, in the year’s of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred, 
and thirty-six which Treaty is word 
for word us follows: 

Treaty of Peace, Friendship, yarigation 
and Commerce, between the United 
States of America and the Republic 
of Venezuela. 

The United States of America and the 
Republic, of Venezuela, desiring to 
make lasting and firm the friendship 
and good understanding which happily 
prevails between both nations, have 
resolved to fix, in a manner clear, dis- 
tinct, and positive, the rules which 
shall, in future be religiously observed 
between the one and the other, by 
means of a treaty of friendship, com- 
merce, and navigation. For this most 
desirable object, the President of the 
United States of America has confer- 
red full powers on John G. A. Wil- 
iamson, a citizen of the said States, 
and their Charge d’Affaires to the said 
Republic, and the President of the Re 
public of Venezula on Santos Miche 
lent!, a citizen of the said Republic, 
who after having exchanged their said 
full powers, in due and proper form, 
have agreed to the following articles : 
Article 1. 

Th ere shnl> be a perfect, firm and in- 
violable peace and sincere friendship be- 
tween the United Stales of America and 
the Republic of Venezuela, in all the ex- 
tent of their po.esessions and territories, 
and between their people and citizens, 
respectively, without distinction of per- 
sons or places. 

Article 2. 

The United Stales of America and the 
Republic of Venezuela, desiring to live 
in peace and harmony with all the other 
nation.s III the earth, by means of a po- 
licy frank and equally frisndly w ith all, 
engage, mutually, not to grant any par- 
ticular favor toother nations, in respect 
of commerce and navigation, which shall 
not immediately become common to the 
.other party, who shall enjoy the same 
freely, ifthe concession was freely made, 
or on allowing the same compensation, 
if ijie concession was conditional. 
Article 3. 

The two high contracting parties be- 
ing likewise desirous of placing the com- 
merce and navigation of their respective 
cqiintires on the liberal basis of perfect 
equality and reciprocity, mutually agree 
that the citizens of each may frequent 
all the coasts and counties of the other, 
and reside and trade there i.n all kinds 
of produce, manufiicturea and merchan- 
dise; and they shall enjoy oil the rights 
privileges and exemptions, in naviga- 
tio,it and commerce, which native citi- 
aens do, or shall enjoy, submiting them- 
selves to the lawes, decrees and usages 
there established to which native citi- 
zens are subjected; but it is understood 
that this article does not include the 
coasting trade of either country, the re- 
gulation of which is reserved, by the 
parties respectively according to their 
own separate laws. 

Articif. 4. 

They likewise agree that, whatever 



country, may in like manner, be expor- 
ted or re exported in the vessels of the 
other country. And the same bounties, 
duties and drawbacks shall be allowed 
and cotIecLs.d, whether sucli exporialioii 
or re-exportation be made in ves.'cls of 
the United Slates orof the Republic of 
Venezuela. 

Article 5. 

For the better undorstanding of the 
preceeding arliclc, and taking into con- 
sideration the actual state of the com- 
mercial marine of the Republic of Vetie-, 
zuela, it has been stipulated and agreed, 
that all vessels belonging exclusivel)'| 
to a citizen or citizens of said Republic, 
and whose cuptiaii is also a citizen of the 
same, though the coiistrnction or the' 
crew are or may be forgiven, shall be 
considered, for all the objects of this 
treaty, as a Venezuelan vessel. j 

Article 6. i 

No higher or other duties shall be im-> 
posed on the importation into the United 
States of any article.s, the produce or 
manufactures of the Republic of Vei.e-| 
zuela, and no higher orotherdulies 8hall| 
be imposed on the importation into ihe 
Republic of Venezuela of any articles 
the produce or manutature.' of the United 
Stales, than are or shall be payaUe on 
the like articles, being the prodnee or 
manufactures of any oihcr foreign coun- 
try ; nor shall any higher or other duties 
or charges be imposed in either of the 
two countries, on the exportation of any 
articles to the United States or to the! 
Republic ofVenezuela, respectively, than' 
such as are payable on the exportation 
of the like articles to any other foreign; 
country; nsr shall any prohibition be 
imposed on the exportation or importa- 
tion of any articles the produce or man 
nfactuies of the United States orof the 
Republic of Venezuela, to or from the 
territories of the United States, or to or 
from Ihe territories of Ihe Republic of 
Venezuela, which shall not equally ex- 
tend to all other nations. 

Article 7. 

It is likewise.agreed that it shall be 
wholly free for all merchants, comman- 
ders of ships and other citizens of both 
countries, to manage themselves their 
own business, in all Ihe ports and places; 
subject to the jurisdiction of each other,' 
as well with respect to the consignment! 
and sale of their goods and rnerch indise' 
by who'esale or retail, as with respect to' 
the loading, unloading and sending, off 
their ships; they being ig all these cases 
to be treated as citi-zens of ilie country 
in which they reside, or, at least, to be 
placed on a fooling with the subjects or 
citizens of the most favored nation. 

Article 8. 

The citizens of neither of the contret- 
ing parties shall be liable to any embar- 
go, nor be detained with their vessels, 
cargoes, merchandises, or elfects, for any 
military expedition, nor for any public 
or private purpose whatever, without 
allowing to those interested a sullicient 
indemnification. 

Article 9. 

Whenever the citizens of either of the 
contracting parlies shall he forced to 
seek refuge or asylum in the rivers, hays, 
ports or dominions of the other with their 
vessp|s,whether merchant orof war,puhl c| 
or private, through stre- s of weather, pur-j 
suitof partiesor enemies, ihe\ shall he rr-| 
ceived and treated with humanity ; givingi 
to them all favor and protection for re ' 
pairing their ships, procuring provisions, 
and placing themselves in a situation to' 
continue their voyage, without obstacle! 
or hindrance of any kind. j 

Article 10. ' 

All the ships, merchandise and the ef- 
fects belonging to the citizens of one of 
the contracting parlies, which may he 
captured by pirates, wlielher within the!

The citizens of the United Stales re- 
siding in the territories of Ihe Republic 
of Venezuela, shall enjoy the most per 
fei t and entire security of consc;ence, 
wiihout being annoyed, prevented or dis- 
turbed on account of their religious be- 
lief. Neither shall they be annoyed, 
molested or disturbed in Iho proper exer- 
cise of their religion in private houses, 
or in the chapels or places of worship 
appointed for that purpose, with the de-| 
corum due lo divine worship, and with 
duo respect loihe laws, usages, and cits 
toms of the country. I.iberty shall also 
he granted lo bury'the citizens of the 
United Slates who mtiy die in the lor 
rilorics of the Republic of Venezuela, 
in convenient and adequate places, to| 
be appointed and established by them- 
selves, fir that purpo.se, with the knowl- 
edge of the local authorities or in such 
other places of sepulture as may be cho- 
sen by the friends of the deceased; nor 
shall the funerals or sepulchres of the 
dead be disturbed, in any wise, nor upon 
any account. In like manner, Ihe citi- 
zens of Venezula .‘hall enjoy within the 
Government and territories of the Unitcil 
Stales, a perfect and unrestrained liber- 
ty of conscience and of exercising their! 
religion publicly or privately, wiihiii 
their own dwelling houses, or in the chap- 
els nnd places, of worship appointed for 
that purpose, agreeably lo the laws, 
usages, and customs of the United States. 

Article 15. 

It shall be lawful for the citizens of 
Ihe United States of America and of 
Ihe Republic of Venezula, to sad with 
their ships, with all manner of liberty' 
and security, no distinction being made 
who are the proprietors of the merchan- 
dises laden thereon, from any port, to the 
places of those who now are, or hereaf- 
ter shall bo at enmity with either of the 
contracting parties. It shall, likewise, 
be lawful for Ihe citizens aforesaid to 
sail with their ships and merchandises 
before mentioned, nnd to trade with the 
same liberity and security from the 
places, p'lrts, and havens of those who, 
are enemies of both, or either party with- 1 
out any opposition or disturbance what-| 
soever, not only directly from Ihe places' 
of Ihe enemy before mentioned to neu- 
tral places, but also from one place, 
belonging to an enemy, to another 
place, belonging to an enemy, whetlier 
they be under Ihe jurisdiction of one 
power, or unedr several. And it is 
hereby slipiilalcd, that free ships shall 
al og ve freedom togo ids,and lhatevery 
thing shall be deemed free and exempt, 
w hich shall be fonnr! on board Ihe ships 
belonging to Ihe citizens of either of the 
contracting par ie.s, although the whole 
landing, or any part thereof, should ap 
pertain to the enemies of either; contra- 
band goods being always excepted. It 
is also agreed, in like manner, that Ihe

THE WAR NOT ENDED YET. 

On Sunday morning last, a severCj 
engagement took place, as iisutil, be-' 
tween the Georgians and tlie Indi.’uis, 
ill the neigliboiirliood of Mr. Quail's 
plantation; above Roanoke. We have 
not received tlie |)articular.s of the 
(iglil, but learn that iiiformatio:i was 
given to Fort McCreary that fresh 
signs of the Indians had been discover- 
ed in a swamp in Mr. Qualls planta- 
tion; iiponwliic.il, Ctipt. Ctiliioiin , of 
Df Kalb coiinly, with a command of 
ninety men, was despatched in pur- 
suit of the enemy. It wtis followed, 
in a short lime the party came up 
with a small gang of Indians of thirty] 
or more, and commenced the light.' 
The Indians soon lied, letiving seven of^ 
iheirnumbcr killed — The whites, .ificr 
the first skirmish, supposed the Indi- 
ans whipped, and the light over; hut| 
they found that this advance p:irty 
was a mere decoy to draw them into 
the midst of their enemies, by whom 
they toon found them.sclvcs complete-^ 
y lltiaked on bsih sides. The h.'iltle 
was renewed, but the aniuiiition of the] 
whites being exhausted, they were 
compelled lo retreat. In the engage-' 
rnent, the whites lost 5 killed, and sci’- 
eral xvnunded. Among the slain were 
Mr. Colly, (overseer, for D. P. Hill- 
house, Esq., a brave man, and rnbcli 
respected; a Mr. Willis, and Dr. Orr, 
of I)e Dalh; the names of the others 
not yet known to ns. It is said that 
the whites lijid only three rounds of 
cartridges a piece — when the light 
commenced — a very unfortunate over- 
sight, indeed. — Sentinel.

A letter from Stnyrnn, dated June 3d, 
published in Ihe Journal dii Commerce of 
the SOlli, contains alarming accounts 
from Greece. 'The kingdom is said to be 
.'warming with small bands, assembled 
under native chiefs conspicuous for their 
dislike of the Baviirians. The writer 
even savs that KingOtho is not expected 
to return, and that the monarchy is on the 
eve of falling lo pieces.

It was rumored in Paris on the 30th that 
the sultan of 'Turkey had consented to 
dismiss Ihe rei.s efTeiidi, on the demand of 
Lord Ponsonhy. 

Also, that general Villareal, chief in 
command of the Carlists, recently ap- 
pointed oil account of Ihe feeble health 
of Egiiia, had himself tendered his resig- 
nation, nominally for the same reason.

Is it not lime, then, liigli 
linio ilmt the eyes ol the coniinunily 
should bo opened lo llieir danger — llieir 
fashionable danger in ibis matter; and 
that every l.audable meat ssbniild be used 
to anest the mineral deluge which so 
fearfully threatens lu inundutu out land;

^^illilerate Steam Doctors" in the 'Pran- 
sylvania Journal of Medicine.
